REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency,  Charles  Foster , Governor  of  Ohio  : 

Dear  Sir  : The  Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  ask  to 

submit  the  forty-sixth  annual  report,  with  the  reports  of  the  officers  of 
the  Institution. 

In  fullest  accord  with  the  good  people  of  our  noble  State  in  their 
efforts  to  put  the  blind,  as  far  as  possible,  upon  a footing  with  the  seeing, 
in  the  work  and  happiness  of  life,  we  are  doing  the  best  we  can,  with 
the  means  at  our  disposal  for  the  attainment  of  those  beneficient  ends. 
We  are  proud  to  be  able  to  state  that  a comparison  of  our  institution 
with  like  institutions  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Canadas,  show  that 
we  are  doing  our  work  as  well,  and  achieving  as  good  results,  at  as  little 
cost  to  the  tax-payer,  as  the  best  appointed,  most  successful  institutions 
amongst  them. 

One  of  the  Board,  who  has  accompanied  our  Superintendent  and 
Matron,  and  several  teachers,  to  several  sessions  of  the  Biennial  Conven- 
tion of  the  American  Association  of  Educators  of  the  Blind,  brings  back 
the  gratifying  intelligence  that  it  is  conceded,  on  all  hands,  that  the 
Institution  for  the  Blind  of  Ohio  is  not  surpassed,  in  any  particular,  by 
any  of  her  sister  institutions. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Steward  deserve  especial 
consideration  ; that  of  the  Steward  is  lengthy,  but  it  contains  facts  which 
the  people  ought  to  know.  It  is  a careful  exhibit  as  to  tbe  manner  in 
which  every  cent  of  the  people’s  money  entrusted  to  him  has  been  ex- 
pended, and  shows  that  he  has  kept  within  the  provision  of  the  law, 
provided  generously  for  those  under  his  care,  and  yet  had  such  regard  to 
economy  that  the  cost  per  capita  has  been  less  than  any  previous  year, 
with  the  exception  of  last,  notwithstanding  the  increased  prices  in  pro- 
visions. etc.  That  of  the  Superintendent  photographs  the  entire  work 
of  the  institution,  presents  it  to  the  reader  as  under  his  personal  inspec- 
tion, indicates  whatever  is  needed  to  promote  its  efficiency,  sets  in  a 
clear  light  the  objects  sought  to  be  obtained  by  the  establishment  and 
maintainance  of  an  Institution  for  the  Blind,  and  suggests  the  correct 
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methods  for  the  attainment  of  those  objects.  And  we  who  have  the  over- 
sight of  the  institution,  and  see  with  the  eye  what  the  Superintendent 
describes  with  the  pen,  as  best  adapted  to  secure  thejappropriate  and  cher 
ished  objects  of  an  Institution  for  the  Blind,  are  happy  in  the  knowledge 
that,  in  the  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  he  is  kindly  and 
faithfully  carrying  out  the  principles  and  plans  which  he  avers  to  be 
best,  and  which  we  believe  to  be  best  for  securing  the  objects  sought. 

We  regret  that  the  arrangement  made  by  the  Legislature  last  year 
for  the  purchase  of  the  piece  of  ground  next  to  the  institution,  on  the 
north  side,  has  not  as  yet  resulted  successfully.  Unquestionably  we  are 
acting  in  the  best  interest  of  the  institution  when  we  press  its  purchase. 
We  must  have  it,  and  it  can  be  bought  on  better  terms  now  than  at  any 
time  in  the  future.  The  institution  is  suffering  greatly  for  the  want  of 
more  light.  We  have  several  times  suggested,  what  seems  to  us  a remedy 
for  the  evil,  and  we  trust  that  what  we  have  suggested,  or  something 
else,  will  speedily  be  done  to  give  relief. 

All  honor  to  the  people  for  the  cheerfulness  with  which  they  have 
borne  the  burthen  of  taxation  for  the  several  great  charities  of  the  State, 
and  unwilling  to  increase  their  burthen  the  weight  of  a feather  beyond 
what  is  necessary. 

We  ask  as  an  appropriation  for  expenses,  neither  in  excess  of  what 
we  believe  to  be  absolutely  indispensable  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
institution,  and  we  fervently  pray  that  the  Legislature  will  see  its  way 
clear  to  grant  us  what  we  ask.

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The  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  our  corps  of  teachers  are 
as  follows  : Miss  Nellie  B.  Holt  (now  Mrs.  Fred.  Hardy,  of  Norfolk,  Neb.), 

for  ten  years  a faithful  and  efficient  teacher  of  the  fourth  division  of  the 
school,  resigned  in  April  last,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Stella  Wright. 

Miss  Ella  McCarty  (now  Mrs.  Ratzel,  of  this  city),  resigned  at  the 
close  of  last  term,  and  Miss  Jennie  Fulton  took  her  place  as  teacher  in 
the  sewing  department  at  the  beginning  of  this  term. 

The  health  of  the  household  for  the  past  year  has  been  as  good  as 
the  average  of  the  community  outside  of  the  institution.  No  epidemic 
disease  has  prevailed.  About  the  first  of  November  one  pupil,  recently 
from  her  home,  was  attacked  by  scarlet-fever.  The  case  was  at  once 
isolated  and  a special  nurse  provided.  At  this  date,  November  15,  the 
pupil  has  recovered,  and  no  other  cases  have  presented  themselves.  We 
think  that  there  will  be  no  infection  from  this  case. 

One  death  occurred  during  last  term.  Eddie  Crosby,  a homeless  boy 
from  Cleveland,  who  came  here  in  a debilitated  condition  in  November, 
1881,  suffered  an  attack  of  peritonitis,  from  which  he  died  March  6,  1882. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  term  Martha  Kneisl,  a feeble  girl  from  Erie 
county,  returned  to  the  institution.  About  November  1st  her  debility 
became  very  serious.  Her  mother  was  sent  for,  and  she  so  far  improved 
as  to  go  home  November  9th.  She  lived  about  one  week  after  reaching 
home,  then  passed  away,  leaving  loving  memories  in  the  hearts  of  all 
who  knew  her. 

The  blind,  as  a class,  are  not  so  vigorous  as  those  who  see,  and  their 
deprivation  interferes  in  some  cases  with  the  exercise  which  is  necessary 
to  health.  Also  there  is,  I think,  considerable  malarious  influence  in 
this  part  of  the  city,  particularly  to  the  east  of  us,  which,  at  times, 
makes  itself  felt  among  our  inmates. 

The  object  of  this  institution  is  often  misunderstood  by  those  who 
wish  to  enjoy  its  benefits,  or  by  those  having  friends  for  whom  they  wish 
to  secure  admission. 

The  institution  is  not  an  asylum  for  the  care  of  the  feeble,  or  the 
aged  blind  who  are  unable  to  perform  the  duties  that  belong  to  the 
school,  or  the  work  department.  No  persons  are  received  for  an  un- 
limited time  merely  to  give  them  a home.  Neither  is  it  a hospital  .or  the 
treatment  of  the  eye.  No  oculist  is  employed  for  that  purpose.  Inci- 
dentally treatment  will  be  given  to  relieve  suffering  by  the  institution 
physician,  but  any  special  treatment  of  the  eye  must  be  provided  for 
outside  of  the  institution,  upon  the  responsibility  of  the  persons  them- 
selves, or  of  their  friends.  Much  gratuitous  attention  has  been  given  to 
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our  pupils  by  the  oculists  of  this  city,  which  merits  the  heartfelt  grati- 
tude of  the  recipients. 

This  institution  is  a school  for  the  education  of  the  blind  of  Ohio, 
and  any  attention  given  toother  objects  will  interfere  more  or  less  with 
this,  the  main  purpose  of  the  institution. 

This  institution  takes  the  place  of  the  common  and  the  high  school 
fur  the  seeing,  with  this  difference:  From  the  necessity  of  the  case  we 

devote  much  time  and  attention  to  musical  and  industrial  training  in 
addition  to  literary  education. 

To  carry  out  our  three-fold  object,  three  departments  are  necessary, 
viz. : literary,  musical  and  industrial. 

In  the  literary  department  we  aim  to  give  a thorough  training  in 
the  common  and  higher  English  branches,  such  as  will  develop  the 
intellectual  powers;  and,  while  giving  practical  thought,  will,  at  the 
same  time,  strengthen  the  power  of  thought,  and  prepare  the  pupil  to 
take  his  or  her  place  among  thinking  men  and  women.  Some  one  has 
said  that  our  children  should  learn  in  school  what  they  will  use  in  after 
life.  That  surely  is  very  important,  but  it  is  still  more  important  that 
they  study  carefully  those  sciences  which  will  secure  a thorough 
mental  training.  It  is  power  and  accuracy  of  thought  that  is  needed  to 
apply  to  the  practical  work  of  life  as  well  as  a knowledge  of  those  special 
subjects  which  belong  to  the  different  professions  and  employments  in 
which  one  may  engage. 

In  the  musical  department  a similar  object  is  sought.  The  purpose, 
in  our  musical  instruction,  is  not  to  teach  by  rote  a few  simple  pieces  to 
amuse  the  friends  of  the  pupil  and  cause  strangers  to  wonder  that  a 
person  without  sight  can  find  the  keys  of  a piano;  but  we  aim,  first,  to 
give  manual  training  and  skill  that  shall  enable  our  pupils  to  perform 
well  upon  tbe  different  instruments  used;  second,  a thorough  knowledge 
of  the  science  of  music;  third,  to  develop  those  powers  of  mind  which  all 
musicians  need,  as  well  as  those  peculiarly  needed  by  the  blind;  fourth, 
to  cultivate  a correct  musical  taste,  so  that  our  pupils  may  comprehend 
music  as  a noble  and  lofty  art  too  sacred  to  be;  used  in  a variety  show,  or 
as  a saloon  attraction.  In  the  industrial  department,  while  we  give 
instruction  in  some  special  trades  which  may  be  used  for  gaining  a live- 
lihood, the  purpose  is  also  training.  First,  training  the  hands  that  they 
may  be  skillful  in  performing  the  details  of  the  work;  second,  develop- 
ing that  spirit  of  independence  which  accompanies  the  consciousness  of 
the  power  to  do  something  with  mind  or  hand;  and  third,  acquiring 
habits  of  industry  which  are  necessary  to  success  in  anything.  With 
manual  skill,  a feeling  of  independence,  and  habits  of  industry,  a blind 
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man  may  do  something,  even  though  he  may  not  follow  the  special  trade 
taught  him  in  the  institution. 

But  the  training  in  any  one,  or  all  of  these  departments,  will  be  of 
little  avail  without  those  moral  qualities  and  habits  which  will  recom- 
mend one  to  the  confidence  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  Knowl- 
edge, intellectual  culture,  fine  musical  talent  and  taste,  manual  skill  and 
habits  of  industry,  all  are  conducive  to  good  moral  character.  But  evil 
habits  and  vices  may  flourish  in  spite  of  them.  Hence,  it  is  vitally  im- 
portant in  any  institution,  and  especially  in  such  an  institution  as  this, 
that  influences  should  befos.ered  that  will  repress  tendencies  to  evil 
habits  and  tempers,  and  encourage  amiability  of  disposition  and  purity 
of  person  and  character.  It  is  of  no  use  to  give  a blind  boy  a musical 
education  if  he  can  be  inspired  with  no  higher  ambition  than  to  fiddle 
in  a saloon.  And  one’s  success  will  be  sadly  marred  by  an  evil  temper, 
prone  to  outbreaks  of  violence,  or  to  the  sourness  of  envy  and  jealousy. 
It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  our  pupils,  when  they  go  out  from 
us,  should  be  prepared  by  physical  and  intellectual  training  for  the  work 
of  life,  but  they  should  also  be  agreeable  and  reputable  members  of 
society. 

In  order  to  secure  moral  training  we  do  not  necessarily  organize  a 
special  department  of  the  school,  and  call  it  the  department  for  the 
proper  developement  of  character.  Character  is  developed  for  evil  or  for 
good  by  every  thought  and  feeling,  by  every  cherished  wish  and  desire, 
by  every  word,  by  every  action,  by  every  event  and  circumstance  of  life. 
It  is  true  that  the  study  of  the  rules  of  right  conduct  is  important,  and 
instruction  in  these  principles  should  be  given,  either  by  special  studies 
or  by  precepts'  frequently  impressed  upon  the  mind.  Still  it  remains 
true  that  right  moral  character  is  a growth  which,  like  intellectual 
power,  must  be  attained  by  education. 

Now,  education  is  training.  It  is  not  enough  in  a course  of  literary 
study  to  tell  the  pupil  facts  and  explain  principles  to  him.  The  proof 
of  the  facts  should  be  presented  and  the  logical  relation  of  the  two  must 
be  comprehended  by  the  student.  And  this  mental  process  must  be 
repeated  and  repeated,  until  thesmind  with  power  and  facility  is  able  to 
follow  out  a course  of  consecutive  thought. 

In  mathematics,  as  a principle  is  presented,  it  is  not  enough  that 
the  rule  be  explained  and  committed  to  memory;  it  must  be  applied  to 
the  appropriate  examples  again  and  again,  until  the  mind  follows  rapidly 
and  accurately  the  course  of  reasoning  necessary. 

In  musical  instruction,  it  is  not  enough  to  tell  the  pupil  the  dif- 
ferent notes  of  the  exercise,  and  what  keys  of  the  instrument  he  must 
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strike,  but  he  must  actually  strike  the  keys  over  and  over  again  until 
muscle  and  nerve  respond  to  the  Hash  of  thought.  In  teaching  any 
branch  of  handicraft,  it  is  not  enough  that  the  teacher  tell  the  learner 
how  a special  operation  should  he  performed,  hut  the  apprentice  must, 
with  his  own  hands,  do  the  work  until  the  habit  of  doing  it  well  and 
rapidly  is  acquired.  The  general  principles  of  moral  education  are  the 
same  as  any  other  education.  Any  action,  whether  physical,  intellec- 
tual or  moral,  if  often  and  continuously  repeated,  becomes  easier  and 
easier  till  it  become  a habit  or  a second  nature.  And  good  moral  char- 
acter may  be  called  the  habit  of  right  conduct.  Right  character  is 
attained  by  applying  the  principles  of  right  action  to  actual  conduct 
bv  doing  the  things  required  by  conscience,  and  thus  growing  into  the 
habit  of  right  thought,  feeling  and  action.  Good  character  is  a develop- 
ment from  within  outward,  but  much  depends  upon  outward  influences. 
The  influences  brought  to  bear  upon  the  pupils  of  a boarding  school  are 
various  and  peculiar.  From  the  great  variety  of  home  training,  to 
which  the  students  have  been  subject,  and  the  great  differences  of 
temper  and  temperament,  there  will  be,  of  necessity,  influences  favorable 
and  unfavorable  to  the  cultivation  of  worthy  character.  There  will  be 
habits  and  vices  which  lower  the  moral  tone,  rendering  the  student  less 
capable  of  resisting  evil  impulses,  and  less  likely  to  pursue  a course  of 
right  conduct.  Blindness  itself  may,  in  some  cases,  be  a depressing  in- 
fluence, diminishing  the  desire  of  personal  worthiness.  The  example 
of  the  evil  disposed  is  an  influence  hard  to  be  counteracted  in  the  inti- 
matt1  associations  of  the  school-room,  and  of  the  dormitory. 

To  meet  these  unfavorable  conditions,  we  have,  first,  the  influence 
of  well-disposed  students,  in  whom  home  training  and  the  good  influences 
of  the  institution  have  established  the  foundations  of  good  character, 
and  prevented  the  forming  of  bad  habits.  Such  pupils  are  a power  for- 
good.  As  a bad  boy  is  the  worst  of  influences  among  boys,  so  a good  boy 
is  one  of  the  best  incentive  to  good  among  his  associates. 

Influence  seeks  its  level.  Those  of  about  the  same  rank  in  life  affect 
each  other  most  for  evil  or  for  good. 

We  have  also  the  favorable  influence  of  occupation.  The  mind  filled 
with  useful  objects  has  no  time  for  corrupt  influences.  “Every  one’s 
task  is  his  life  preserver”  is  no  less  true  of  the  student  than  of  the 
world  at  large.  Again,  the  influence  of  officers  and  teachers  in  the 
moral  training  of  our  youth,  is  an  important  factor;  and  especially  in  a 
school  for  the  unfortunate  is  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  teach,  direct  and  control  should  have  no  uncertain 
influence.  1 he  unfortunate  look  more  implicitly  to  those  set  over  them 
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for  right  example  than  other  persons  do.  Hence,  the  greater  care  is 
necessary  that  all  who  teach,  or  in  any  way  care  for  the  blind,  should  set 
before  them  examples  of  manly  or  womanly  character.  To  officers  and 
teachers  is  committed  the  duty  of  counteracting  evil  influences,  and 
fostering  those  which  are  good.  Here  school  discipline  has  an  impor- 
tant bearing.  It  used  to  be  supposed  that  school  discipline  meant  to 
keep  order  in  the  school-room  by  any  means  and  at  any  cost,  and  the 
teacher  has  sometimes  been  selected  more  for  his  muscle  than  for  his 
heart  or  brains.  An  important  element  of  moral  training  may  be 
secured  by  proper  discipline.  Order  is  necessary  in  the  school-room 
and  in  the  household,  but  it  may  be  secured  by  methods  which  Seriously 
diminish  the  stimulus  to  right  conduct,  and  when  the  strong  hand 
which  enforces  such  order  is  removed,  the  pupil  has  no  independence  of 
character  to  stand  against  the  first  evil  impulse  that  assails. 

The  person  under  discipline  is  a disciple,  and  a disciple  is  a learner. 
True  discipline  will  call  out  the  good  impulses  of  the  pupil  rather  than 
the  evil.  It  should  not  be  the  purpose  of  discipline  to  “break  the  will”, 
but  rather  to  instruct  and  lead  by  presenting  motives  that  will  bring 
the  mind  up  to  higher  and  better  results  than  mere  willfulness.  It  is 
not  the  best  lesson  upon  the  control  of  temper  for  the  teacher,  with 
violent  anger,  to  excite  to  its  full  extent  the  animosity  of  the  pupil  ; 
neither  is  the  exhibition  of  any  other  vice  the  best  influence  by  which 
to  eradicate  the  same  vice  in  others.  Those,  whose  duty  it  is  to  educate 
the  young,  should  be  what  they  expect  their  pupils  to  be. 

In  our  school  work  we  expect  to  provide  special  studies  for  certain 
objects,  and  appoint  special  times  to  devote  to  them,  but  in  moral  cul- 
ture every  circumstance  and  association  has  its  influence  for  good  or 
evil.  No  special  time  can  be  set  apart  for  the  growth  or  the  cessation 
of  the  growth  of  character.  Every  evil  passion  aroused,  every  good  im- 
pulse fostered  and  acted  upon  is  moral  education — the  one  degrading, 
the  other  elevating. 

And  especially  do  we  need  to  exercise  care  with  those  who  have 
been  delinquent  in  conduct,  but  are  honestly  trying  to  do  better.  By 
hasty  dealing  the  teacher  may  not  only  defeat  the  good  already  done;  he 
may  crush  out  the  new  aspiration  to  something  higher  and  better  in 
character.  We  should  never  forget  that  the  development  of  right  leeling 
in  the  pupil  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  that  can  be  attained  best 
by  an  example  of  right  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  Teacher  and 
pupil  should  not  stand  in  the  relation  to  each  other  of  culprit  and 
detective,  but  rather  of  friend  with  friend,  each  helping  the  other  in 
the  peculiar  duties  of  each. 
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\\V  would  call  special  attention  to  the  tuning  department,  which 
we  are  trying  to  make  more  efficient  than  ever  before.  W,e  have  three 
old  pianos  which  are  used  for  giving  instruction  in  tuning  to  fourteen 
young  men.  We  need  at  least  two  more  pianos  in  that  department  to 
make  it  complete  for  giving  instruction  in  tuning  and  repairing  such 
instruments. 

Those  engaged  in  this  department  keep  the  pianos  of  the  institution 
in  tune,  thus  saving  the  State  at  least  one  hundred  dollars  a year. 
They  also  do  work  outside  of  the  institution,  which  brings  in  some  in- 
come. We  have  received  from  the  Chickerings  and  from  Decker 
Brothers  models  of  the  actions  of  their  respective  upright  pianos  for  the 
use  of  the  tuning  department.  These  were  donated  by  the  manu- 
facturers, and  the  firms  are  entitled  to  our  hearty  thanks. 

We  shall  continue  to  need  apparatus  in  this  department  as  well  as 
for  general  school  work.  During  the  year  we  have  added  to  our 
apparatus  designed  to  illustrate  the  sciences.  We  have  purchased  some 
prepared  specimens  of  animals  to  illustrate  the  science  of  Zoology,  and 
hope  to  add  -till  more  another  year.  By  the  labor  of  Mr.  Snyder,  our 
senior  teacher,  given  gratuitously  during  vacation,  we  have  secured 
many  valuable  Mineralogical  and  Geological  specimens.  When  it  is 
remembered  how  little  of  external  nature  is  accessible  to  the  blind,  the 
value  of  such  apparatus  to  our  pupils  will  be  manifest. 

Our  musical  department  is  in  constant  need  of  new  instruments. 
Pianos  and  organs  wear  out  rapidly  under  hard  use  for  ten  to  twelve 
hours  a day.  We  ought  to  have  two  new  pianos  for  the  regular  practice 
of  the  pupils.  We  would  ask  special  attention  to  the  appropriation 
suggested  for  school  apparatus  and  musical  instruments  as  being  very 
necessary  for  the  use  of  the  school.  The  object  of  this  institution  is 
purely  educational,  but  the  cost  of  educational  appliances  is  small  com- 
pared with  the  expense  of  maintenance.  It  costs  more  to  feed  than  to 
educate,  but  this  fact  is  no  standard  of  the  relative  importance  of 
the  two. 

In  the  month  of  August  last  there  was  held  at  the  institution  at 
Janesville,  \\  is.,  the  Biennial  Convention  of  the  American  Association 
of  Educators  of  the  Blind.  The  occasion  was  pleasant  and  profitable 
to  those  who  attended.  Questions  of  interest  in  the  work  of  education 
of  the  blind  were  discussed,  and  much  valuable  information  given.  At 
the  same  time  and  place  was  held  a meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  (of  which  body  all  Superinten- 
dents of  Institutions  for  the  Blind  in  the  United  States  are  ex-officio 
members.)  At  the  latter  meeting  it  was  determined  to  apply  fifty  per 
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cent,  of  the  interest  upon  the  Congressional  fund  to  the  printing  of 
books  in  the  New  work  point  print.  This  will  give  us  the  beginning 
of  a literature  in  that  print  which  will  test  its  value  as  a type  suitable 
for  general  use  among  the  blind.  In  closing,  we  would  commend  to  your 
attention  the  full  and  valuable  report  of  R.  W.  Bell,  Steward,  as  ex- 
hibiting care  and  economy  in  administering  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
institution,  while  providing  well  for  the  wants  of  the  inmates. 

We  would  also  express  our  thanks  to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board, 
for  your  intelligent  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
the  institution.  I would  also  most  heartily  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  faithful  and  efficient  work  performed  by  the  officers  and  teachers  of 
the  institution.

SUGGESTIONS, 


To  the  Parents  and  Guardians  of  Bli>id  Children  and  Youth : 

The  age  at  which  it  is  best  for  children  to  enter  the  institution  depends  very 
much  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  families  to  which  they  belong.  If  they  can  be 
under  good  influences  at  home,  can  have  the  care  of  mothers  and  sisters,  can  take 
exercise  in  the  open  air,  can  be  taught  the  use  of  words,  can  learn  to  count,  and  per- 
form some  of  the  operations  in  arithmetic,  and  commence  learning  to  read,  it  is 
unquestionably  better  for  them  to  remain  at  home  until  they  are  ten,  or  perhaps 
twelve  years  old  ; but  if  they  cannot  receive  proper  care,  and  be  taught  some  of 
these  things,  they  should  come  at  the  age  of  eight  or  nine  years.  Those  who  enter 
at  this  early  age  need  not  necessarily  attend  every  year  until  their  pupilage  expires. 
After  learning  to  read,  and  making  a good  beginning  in  other  studies,  they  may  spend 
a year  at  home  now  and  then,  and,  by  a little  aid  from  their  friends,  may  be  con- 
stantly improving,  or  at  least  be  prevented  from  forgetting  what  they  have  learned. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  things  which  may  be  learned  at  their  homes,  as 
well  as  after  they  enter  the  institution  : , 

1.  To  count  and  number,  and  to  add,  subtract,  multiply  and  divide,  etc. 

2.  The  multiplication  table. 

3.  To  spell  common  words,  beginning  with  monosyllables. 

4.  The  meaning  of  common  words. 

5.  The  letters  in  raised  print. 

b.  Items  of  general  information.  Every  blind  child  of  six  or  seven  years  old 
should  know  the  points  of  the  compass,  the  name  of  the  town,  county  and  State  in 
which  he  lives,  the  number  of  counties  in  the  State,  and  of  States  in  the  union,  etc. 

7.  Facts  in  geography  and  history  may  be  added  as  they  can  be  understood. 

8.  Hymns,  verses  of  Scripture,  and  select  passages  of  prose  and  poetry,  which 
they  can  understand,  should  be  committed  to  memory  ; these  will  furnish  them 
subjects  of  thought  when  they  are  alone,  of  conversation  when  they  are  in  company. 

9.  Singing  common  tunes,  or  playing  some  simple  instrument. 

10.  There  is  no  reason  why  a blind  child  should  not  commence  attending  the 
district  or  other  school  with  his  seeing  brothers  and  sisters,  and  take  part  in  the 
exercises  in  spelling,  mental  arithmetic,  geography,  etc.;  indeed,  in  everything 
except  reading. 

Blind  children  can  learn  everything  which  can  be  taught  by  conversation,  and 
by  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  examine  and  handle  objects,  just  as  well  as  those 
who  have  sight ; and  there  is  no  reason  why  their  education  should  not  be  com- 
menced as  early  as  that  of  seeing  children.  Indeed,  instead  of  being  neglected 
because  they  are  blind,  they  should  be  taught  with  more  care.  During  the  last  ten 
years,  the  parents  of  a number  of  blind  children  have  written  to  me,  as  here 
requested,  and  then  pursued  the  course  above  recommended.  The  result  is  that 
their  children  enter  the  institution  with  as  much  knowledge  and  discipline  as  they 
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could  acquire  in  one  or  two  years  of  tuition  here,  and  their  future  progress  is  much 
more  easy  and  rapid  than  that  of  those  who  have  had  no  such  training  at  home. 

I will  furnish  a copy  of  the  alphabet,  in  raised  print,  to  the  parents  of  any  blind 
chdd  who  will  give  me  their  names  and  postoffice  address,  and  shall  take  great 
pleasure  in  giving  any  information  which  they  may  wish  in  relation  to  books  or 
other  things  peitaining  to  the  instruction  of  such  children  at  home,  or  in  regard  to 
their  admission  to  the  institution.  Lor  such  information,  please  address  G.  L. Sinead, 
Columbus,  Ohio. 

After  pupils  have  entered  the  institution,  it  is  important  that  they  should  be 
present  every  day  while  tliey  profess  to  attend.  There  is  but  one  session  in  the  year. 
On  account  of  the  discomfort  and  the  greater  risk  of  health,  etc.,  to  the  blind  from 
traveling  in  winter,  it  has  never  been  customary  to  have  a vacation  or  recess  at  the 
holidays,  and  parents  are  earnestly  advised  hot  to  encourage  their  children  to  think 
of  visiting  home  at  that  time.  We  observe  as  holidays,  Thanksgiving,  Christmas, 
February  22d,  and  May  day.  These  we  endeavor  to  make  as  pleasant  to  the  pupils 
as  possible.  Between  Christmas  and  New  Year  the  classes  go  on  as  at  other  times, 
and  scholars  can  not  be  absent  for  a week  or  more  then  without  great  loss  to  them- 
selves, and  great  inconvenience  to  teachers ; much  greater  than  would  be  the  case 
with  other  scholars,  because  here  the  instruction  is  given  almost  entirely  by  the 
teacher,  and  the  scholar  who  is  absent  can  not  make  up  the  missing  lessons  by 
studying  them  from  books.  The  only  possible  way  is  for  the  teacher  to  sit  down 
and  do  all  the  work  over  again.  If  this  is  not  done,  the  pupil  must  suffer  the  incon- 
venience of  his  loss  during  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

It  has  been  our  constant  aim  to  secure  to  our  pupils  the  greatest  possible  amount 
of  benefit  from  the  limited  time  allowed  them  here.  For  this  purpose,  after  our 
younger  pupils  have  attended  one  or  two  years,  they  are  advised  to  remaiu  at  home 
a year  or  more,  and,  if  practicable,  to  attend  school  with  their  seeing  brothers  and 
sisters.  Many  have  done  this,  and,  instead  of  forgetting  what  they  acquired  here, 
have  learned  half  or  two  thirds  as  much  as  they  would  have  done  in  our  classes. 
Besides  the  advantage  gained  from  their  greater  maturity  when  they  return,  and  the 
consequent  ability  to  understand  better  what  is  here  taught,  and  appreciate  the 
valuable  opportunities  the  institution  affords,  these  children  learn  much  by  thus 
associating  with  other  children ; the  tendency  to  imitate  manners  or  habits  peculiar 
to  the  blind  is  obviated. 

The  same  plan  has  been  pursued  by  our  older  pupils,  especially  those  who 
expect  to  engage  in  teaching  ; and  it  has  been  found  that  by  remaining  at  home  a 
year  or  more  before  spending  the  last  year  of  their  pupilage,  reviewing  and  digesting 
what  they  have  learned,  ascertaining  their  deficiencies,  etc.,  the}'  are  able,  when  they 
return,  to  accomplish  as  much  during  the  last  year  as  they  might  have  done  in  two, 
had  they  not  allowed  their  minds  thus  to  mature. 

The  blind  are,  for  the  most  part,  to  spend  their  lives  among  those  who  have 
sight.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  all  who  have  the  oversight  of  them  to  render  them 
as  much  like  the  seeing  as  possible.  They  should  be  carefully  guarded  against 
forming  any  habits  which  will  be  disagreeable  to  others.  The  blind  are  always 
noticed  by  strangers,  and  their  manners  and  habits  observed  more  particularly  than 
those  of  other  persons ; hence,  it  is  a very  great  kindness  to  them  to  prevent  them 
from  acquiring  unsightly  habits,  or  to  correct  them  if  such  have  been  formed. 
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Parents  should  be  especially  careful  to  prevent  their  boys  from  forming  the 
habit  of  using  tobacco;  its  influence  on  all  who  begin  to  use  it  before  reaching 
maturity  is  especially  injurious,  but  it  is  even  more  so  to  the  blind  than  to  most 
others.  Be  assured  it  is  no  kindness  to  them  to  be  allowed  to  form  any  such  habits. 

Much  effort  has  been  used  to  make  the  opportunities  here  provided  known  to 
the  adult  blind,  and  to  induce  them  to  enter  as  soon  as  possible  after  loss  of  sight. 
The  importance  of  beginning,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  labor  as  blind  men,  can  not  be 
over-estimated.  Every  month’s  delay  renders  it  more  difficult  for  them  to  learn, 
and  makes  them  more  awkward,  to  say  nothing  of  the  moral  influence  of  idleness, 
and  the  feeling  of  helplessness  and  dependence  which  must  attend  the  person  who 
feels  that  he  is  doing  nothing  for  himself  or  others. 

It  has  been  customary  to  encourage  our  workmen  to  locate  in  the  neighborhood 
in  which  they  are  acquainted,  rather  than  to  look  to  the  institution  for  employment, 
or  to  seek  it  in  large  towns.  The  wisdom  of  this  plan  is  proved  by  the  experience 
of  every  year.  A villageof  a few  hundred  inhabitants,  with  the  surrounding  country 
population,  will  usually  furnish  employment  for  a broom-maker  during  the  year, 
and  the  adjacent  country  will,  in  most  parts  of  the  State,  produce  all  the  broom-corn 
he  will  need,  so  that  he  can  obtain  his  material  at  very  little  cost  of  transportation. 
For  the  last  twelve  or  fifteen  years  hardly  an  individual  of  ordinary  force  of  char- 
acter, who  has  pursued  this  course,  and  labored  with  perseverance  and  industry,  has 
failed  to  make  a respectable  livelihood,  while  many  have  succeeded  as  well  as  the 
average  of  seeing  persons. 

The  experience  of  many  men  warrants  the  statement  that  any  blind  man  who 
has  energy,  and  is  disposed  to  be  industrious,  can  in  a short  time  learn  to  make 
corn-brooms,  and  become  able  to  support  himself.  The  machinery  necessary  to 
carry  on  this  business  costs  only  forty-five  dollars.  There  are  now  in  this  State 
many  blind  persons  who  are  earning  from  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  dollars,  or 
more,  each  year,  instead  of  being  supported  in  idleness,  at  a cost  to  their  friends  of 
two  hundred  to  three  hundred  dollars  per  year.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION,  Etc. 


Applications  for  admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  “ Superintendent  of  the 
Institution  for  the  Blind,  Columbus,  Ohio,”  and  should  state  the  name,  residence, 
and  post-office  of  the  applicant’s  parent  or  guardian,  and  the  supposed  cause  of 
blindness.  Applicants  must  be  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years. 
Their  time  in  the  institution  is  regulated  by  the  statute  of  1879. 

Persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  if  free  from  bad  habits,  can  enter  the 
institution  for  one  year  to  learn  a trade.  Persons  of  this  class  have  an  opportunity 
to  hear  instructive  reading  in  the  evening ; they  are  expected  to  be  present  at 
morning  and  evening  worship,  and  to  attend  church  on  the  Sabbath,  like  other 
pupils.  A man  of  active  mind,  and  some  acquaintance  with  the  use  of  tools,  can 
learn  to  make  corn-brooms  in  three  or  four  months ; some  have  done  it  in  half  that 
time.  Those  who  have  recently  lost  their  sight,  and  who  wish  to  learn  a trade, 
should  come  here  as  soon  as  possible ; every  month’s  delay  renders  it  more  difficult 
to  learn. 

For  residents  of  the  State  the  school  is  free,  no  charge  being  made  for  board  or 
tuition ; but  parents  and  guardians  must  provide  their  children  with  good  and 
suitable  clothing,  and  pay  their  traveling  expenses,  and  should  also  deposit  with 
the  Steward  a small  sum  for  occasional  expenses.  For  pupils  residing  out  of  the 
State  the  terms  are  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly 
in  advance. 

The  term  commences  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues 
forty  weeks.  The  proper  time  for  admission  is  at  the  commencement  of  the  term. 

Vacation  continues  twelve  weeks — from  the  close  of  the  term  in  June  until  the 
second  Wednesday  in  September.  Pupils  are  expected  to  spend  the  vacation  at 
home,  or  with  their  friends. 

When  boxes  or  packages  are  sent  to  pupils,  a letter  should  at  the  same  time  be 
sent  by  mail,  stating  distinctly  how  the  same  is  to  come,  whether  by  stage  or  express, 
or  as  freight,  and  what  route.
